ALBANY, Aug. 28.—There came out of 
Wolfert’s Roost this evening one sheet of 
typewritten matter, which reads as follows: 
“To-morrow is the birthday of David 


B. Hill of this city, who will be sixty-one 
years old, having been born on Aug. 29, 
1843. In conversation with some political 
friends here to-day he announced that no 
matter what the result of the present cam- 
paign might be, either in the State or Na- 
tion, he would retire from political activity 
and leadership on the first day of January 
next, and would not in the event of Demo- 
cratic success accept any position under the 
National or State Democratic administra- 
tfons, or again become a candidate for 
election to any office whatever. 

“He stated that he had intended to take 
such action a year ago to-day, but was 
persuadcd by some close personal friends 
to defer doing so until after the Presiden- 
tial election this year, which he consented 
to do. 

“Having been engaged in active politics 
since his youth and having served the |

Meyers said 
he landed where he did because he feared 
he would be unable to catch an upper air 
turrent that would take him east After 
leaving the World’s Fair grounds the bal- 
loon was carried in a northwesterly direc- 
tion. It was not injured. 

George E. Tomlinson’s balloon, which 
started in the race with Meyers, was seen 
last night anchored in a prairie several 
miles north of St. Charles. A farmer said 
that when it passed over his house the rope 
“yas dragging on the ground. 

AVON, Ill., Aug. 28.—A halloon, supposed 
to be from St. Louis en route to Washing- 
fon, passed over Avon to-day, going in an 
easterly direction, and dropped a card at- 
cached to a bun.

- Pierce Wrecked Car at Atlantic 
Highlands to Avoid Carriage.

ATLANTIC HIGHLANDS, N. J., Aug. 28. 
~—To avoid a collision with a carriage, C. 
H. Pierce of*the Singer Sewing Machine 
Company, living at 333 West Eighty-fifth 
Street, New York City, drove his automobile 
into a tree on Bayview Avenue here this 
evening. The machine overturned, and Mr. 
Pierce and his wife, who was with him in 
the car, were badly injured. 

The accident occurred directly’ in front 
of the Lockwood House at a time when 
its porches were filled with guests. Mr. 
and Mrs. Pierce were hurled across the 
street, and lay unconscious for several 
minutes. Guests cf the Lockwood House 
earried them to the hotel office. Jr. Johe 
H. Van Mater found that Mrs. Pierce was 
suffering principally from shock and 
bruises of the body. Mr. Pierce was badiy 
cut about the body and suffered internal! 
injuries. A chauffeur escaped with a se- 
vere shaking-up. 

Mr. Pierce was returning from a spin on 
the Kumson Road, and was descending a 
steep hill at a good rate of speed, when 
he saw a light carriage directly in the 
way, coming up Bayview Avenue. Al- 
though the power was reversed and the 
brakes set, the machine had gained such 
momentum that Mr. Pierce was powerless 
to stop it.

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‘INTERBOROUGH CONNECTION 


Trains to Run from Battery Over Sec- 
ond Avenue Line—$15,000,000 
Bonds. 


President Charles S, Mellen. of the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad 
; announced last night that $8,000,000 is to be 
| expended by the system of which he is 
the head for improved transit from New 
| York City to the Bronx and that part of 
Westchester lying along Long Island 
Sound. The plans for the vast improve- 
ment are ready, and estimates have been 
‘Ibccmecrcggagn for six-tracking the Harlem 
Branch of the road, running from the Har- 
lem River at Willis Avenue and One Hun- 
dred and Thirty-third Street, the end of the 
Second Avenue system, to New Rochelle. 


The work will begin as soon as It receives 
j the formal approval of the State and city 
| authorities. 

In addition to these improvements, the 
1 Directors of the road are considering a 
further plan for a branch from West Farms 
| 
i 
| 


along the Bronx Valley to Woodlawn, in 
the southern section of Mount Vernon. 
A connection with the Interborough at 
West Farms is proposed, the plan being 
eventually to give a through service from 
the Battery to Mount Vernon and New 
Rochelle. 

The money for the improvements is to be 
raised by a fifteen-million-dollar bond 
issue, the excess over estimated cost to be 
devoted to the repayment to the New 
Haven of money advanced during the last 


River and Port Chester Railroad, which is 
the titular owner of the Harlem Branch 
of the New Haven. This announcement is 
of considerable interest in financial circles, 
in that the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford Railroad is the only large system 
in the country without a bonded indebted- 
ness, The bonds have already been un- 
derwritten at a premium. 

The officials of the road say that the im- 

provements will in effect amount to build- 
fing a new line. 
‘ will be followed, except where slight de- 
! viations are required in order to eliminate 
curves. The rebuilt line will be practically 
without grades and curves, and entirely 
free from grade crossings, while the num- 
ber and arrangement of the tracks will 
make exceptionally fast time possible. 
Bridges over the sites of proposed streets 
will be erected, so as to avoid delay in 
future in the event of the streets being 
built. 

Of the six tracks that are to be laid be- 
tween New York and New Rochelle, four 
will be of the third rail type, the other 
two being reserved for the use of trains 
operated by steam. 
tracks will be used by express trains, which 
will run under a fifteen-minutes headway, 
and the other two by local trains, which 
will be run on the same schedule. The 
tracks for steam trains will handle not only 
freight, but will be an outlet for the New 
York connecting railway, which is to run 
from the Harlem over Randall's 
Ward’s Islands to Astoria, where a con- 
nection with the Pennsylvania will be 
made. By this arrangement it will be 
possible to carry out the,plan of running 
trains from the South and West over the 
Pennsylvania tracks through the tunnels 
under the East River, connecting New York 
with Long Island City, and thence over 
the connecting railway on the Harlem 
Branch to Boston and the East. 

The additional land for the six-tracking 
has already .been acquired. The road will 
start on a viaduct, crossing streets and 
highways from the Harlem River to East 
Ore Hundred and Forty-ninth Street, from 
which point the line will be depressed and 
the streets carried overhead on steel 
bridges. The plans also include draw- 
brid zes over East Chester Bay, where there 
will be an open waterway of 1,600 feet, and 
across Westchester Creek. The cut at 
Hunt's Point, which runs through solid 
rock, is to be deepened to nearly fifty feet, 
lessening the grade to five feet, and the 
existing curves will be reduced so that none 
will be more than 2 per cent. The four 
tracks that will be added will be laid to 
the north of the present double-track line, 
the space between them being increased 
from twelve to thirteen feet, which is now 
the standard of the road. 

All stations, as far as possible, will be 
situated on the north side of the tracks, 
and when it is necessary to place them on 
the opposite side, as at West Farms, sub- 
way stations will be provided to connect 
them with the passenger platforms. The 
ears that are to take the place of those 
now in use will be of the standard type, 
similar to the ones that are to be placed 
on the Interborough, and if the traffic 
proves sufficient it is expected that they 
will be run over the Interborough tracks 
into lower Manhattan. The service to the 
Bronx and Southern Westchester County 
will be the most complete out of New Ro- 
chelle and the towns beyond will have a 
double service over the branch and main 
lines, while Mount Vernen will have the 
proposed branch to West Farms,

Diplomatic relations between Argentina 
and Uruguay have become much strained 
owing to this incident. 


GIRL FOILS PLOT. 


Thieves Planned to Rob Wealthy Wo- 
man of Westchester.

MOUNT VERNON, Aug. 28.—The good 
sense and presence of mind of Miss Viola 
Allert foiled the plan of four thugs to 
hold up and rob Mrs. me Duncombe, 
who is said to be the richest resident of 
this place, on Saturday evening. While 
the police, who were summoned by the girl, 
were chasing the four men Mrs. Duncombe 
was alighting from a trolley car, carrying 
a satché] containing $5,000, and wearing 
jewels whose value is said to be $10,000. 

Mrs., Duncombe lives in an old colonial 
mansion on South Third Avenue, near the 
East Chester line, and far from ample 
police protection. The house is surrounded 
by large grounds filled with brooks, which 
are covered by bridges of Italian marble, 
and is surrounded by shrubbery and trees. 

Mrs. Duncombe has no relative living 
with her, but is guardéd wuue at home 
by negro servants and three watch :dogs. 
Despite her guard at home Mrs. Duncombe 
has, according to the police, been some- 
what daring in her walks to her house from 
the trolley cars. She has been in the habit 
of going to New York every day, and 
usually returns at 8 o'clock in the evening. 

The police have warned her, they say, 
that she was especially liable to attack and 
robbery from the fact that she always 
wears her jewels without attempt at con- 
cealment. 

Miss Allert was near Mrs. Duncombe’s 
home on Saturday evening when she saw 
four men walking in single file through 
the woods from Fifth Avenue to Third 
They at last hid behind a cTump 
cf bushes near the entrance to Mrs. Dun- 
combe’s home. Then, according to Miss 
Allert, they took masks from their pockets 
and put them on their faces.

SNATCHED GIRL FROM DEATH.

BOSTON, Aug. 28.—Apparently the death 
and mangling of a young man and girl 
under the wheels of an elevated train at 
the Battery Street Station to-night went 
on before the eyes of a large crowd on 
the platform, but when the train pulled out 
they saw that instead a wonderful and 
gallant rescue had been made. 

The young woman was Miss Helen Eames 
of Portland, and her rescuer P. P. Edson, 
son of A. W. Edson, Associate Superin- 
tendent of Schools in New York City. 

Mr. Edson was waiting for his train. Near 
him was Miss Eames. There was a move- 
ment of the crowd. She stumbled and in 
trying to recover herself stepped off the 
platform. 

The young girl did not make much out- 
ery and landed on her feet between the 
rails. But the train was only 100 feet away 
and coming fast. On one side of her was 
the platform, too high for her to climb on.

brought up a grave question regarding the 
ability of engineers to keep their places at 
the present wage on roads where in reality 
they have to act as motormen. 

In spite of the action of the brotherhood, 
however, there are many men holding good 
pcsitions as engineers or motormen on the 
elevated who do not relish risking them in 
case of strike. They are considerably wor- 
ried over the fact that there was such a 
rush of apparently competent men for 
places as motormen_in the subway who 
were willing to work for $3 a day of ten 
hours. They believe that every one of these 
men would rather have places on the ele- 
vated even at that wage than in the tunnel. 
Several of these men said that they consid- 
ered it practically hopeless to try to forcea 
company to give men $3.50 a day when the 
men were willing and even anxious to work 
for $3. 

After vesterday’s meeting Morris Clapp, 
the Secretary, said: 

“The Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers has never said that a man could not 
work on a road where brotherhood men 
work unless he was a member of the order. 
If a man does not desire to join our order, 
there is no one to compel him to do so, 
but we do insist that every man, be he 
union or non-union, receive the same rate 
of pay for the same kind of work as an 
engineer. For that reason we have de- 
cided to indorse the demands of the Inter- 
borough men and to use every endeavor to 
see that they are met. We consider the 
subway a part of the Manhattan Elevated, 
all in the Interborough system, and we be- 
lieve that Mr. Bryan can be brought to see 
it the same way.” 

Mr. Clapp said that the various changes 
from steam to electricity along many lines 
also brought up prospectively the question 
of the eligibility of motormen in general as 
members of the brotherhood,

PARIS, Aug. 28.—The M.s Lebaudy’ 
steerable balloon narrowly escaped destruc- 
tion to-day. 

The aeronaut ascended this morning, but 
was obliged to come down on account of a 
gale. The balloon was anchored to a tree, 
and while there was no one on board it tore 
loose, rose to a considerable height, and 
drifted toward the sea.

Liao-Yang of yesterday's date, an artillery 
battle had been in progress since 8 o'clock 
that morning near Liao-Yang.

Daily Telegraph, in a dispatch dated Aug. 
28, says that the Japanese are pushing on 
against three sides of the city, near which 
there is continuous fighting..

the soldiers were expecting an advance. 

The Russians retired from An-shan- 
Chan yesterday after a fight which com- 
menced on the morning of Aug. 26 and 
continved in a desultory manner all day 
and night. 

Arrangements for a battle had been com- 
pleted by night time, when the order to re- 
tire was given. The retirement was made 
in an orderly manner. 

The plain between An-shan-Chan and 
Hai-Cheng was covered with Japanese 
troops, who burned the bridge and shelled 
the railway station after the Russian re- 
tirement. 

The Russian losses amounted to 300. 

The Japanese are advancing with great 
rapidity.

Japanese General Advance. 


The Japanese seem to be advancing along 
the entire front, particularly moving with 
a large force up the valley of the Liao 
River. 


LIAO-YANG, Aug. 26.—(Delayed).—The 
rapid advance of the Japanese has forced 
their fighting line to within about ten miles 
of Liao-Yang, east and south, and guns are 
now heard north and east on the Tai-Tse 
River. 

LIAO-YANG, Aug. 25, (Delayed.)—After 
83 o’clock yesterday the Japanese succeeded 
in commanding Kaofengshik from Paosh- 
anken, where their advance first began on 
Aug. 23, and also from their position at 
Liangchikshan on the east, in such a way 
as to force the Russian centre and right 
flank, compelling the evacuation of An- 
shan-Chan to-day, The Japanese south 
front therefore is several miles nearer Liao- 
Yang. 

At 3:30 o’clock yesterday Japanese shells 
from a concealed battery in the vicinity 
of Paoshankan began falling in the road 
west of Kaofengshik, leading to Liao-Yang, 
thus threatening to sever communication 
to the west. The Russians still controlled 
the road to the north. 

The Japanese fire ceased in the evening, 
but commenced again this morning upon 
the Kaofengshik position. As the Russians 
did not reply the Japanese apparently sus- 
pended their operations to reconnoitre while 
the Russians fell back to a more favorable 
position. 

The gradual withdrawal before the Japa- 
nese advance is considered by the Russians 
to increase the security of their position, 
as it is freely acknowledged that the Japa- 
nese are able to beat them in detail in the 
mountains. The Russians generally praise 
the Japanese ability and valor. 

There is still heavy firing in the direction 
of An-shan-Chan. 


Investigation by The Associated Press 
shows that the last of the foregoing dis- 
patches, though bearing filing date of Aug. 
25, was not transmitted frem Liao-Yang 
until Aug. 28. 

While this dispatch, which may have been 
held up by the censor, indicates that An- 
shan-Chan was evacuated Aug. 25, the later 
dispatch, dated Aug. 28, states that the 
Russians retired from that position on Aug. 
27. 

The discrepancy cannot now be explained. 


STORY OF DESPERATE BATTLE. 


Operations Which Resulted in Russian 
Retirement Described. 


LIAO-YANG, Aug. 28.—A Russian corre- 
spondent of The Associated Press, in de- 
scribing the two days’ ‘fight of Aug. 25 and 
26, says: 

“The fight developed not only the im- 
mense strengih of the Japanese artillery 
but involved several hand-to-hand fights 
and bayonet charges. 

*“‘The first movement was made by Gen. 
Nodzu from Erdaho on the morning of 
Aug. 25 with about a division and a half. 
The Japanese concentrated the fire of near- 
ly sixty guns on the Lian-dian-Sian posi- 
tion. Among these guns were many mount- 
ain batteries and heavier cannon, the latter 
including four howitzers. 

**The Cossacks checked the first attempt 
of the Japanese infantry to advance in the 
direction of Toun-sinpu. 

**Gen. Kuroki then joined in the attack 
and led a general assault, pressing heavily 
on the centre of the left flank, while at the 
same time attempting to turn the extreme 
left. 

“The advance began at 10 P. M. on Aug. 
25, the Japanese following their usual cus- 
tom of trying to force in the night a posi- 
tion which had proved impregnable during 
the day. The rifle fire gradually increased 
until midnight, when the principal attack 
was made on our left. 

‘The Japanese came up in solid masses, 
throwing themselves against our position 
with wild shouts of ‘ banzai.’ Every attack 
was rolled back with tremendous loss, 

“At one place the Japanese line brake 
and fled in panic, leaving the dead ia 
heaps. We followed with the bayonet up 
to the next line of trenches, and then there 
was a lull until 4 o’clock in the morning, 
when reinforcements joined the attackers. 

“The Japanese again advanced slowly 
and stubbornly, covered by a hail ef artil- 
lery fire. We remained in our positions 
until 1 P. M., and then ret:red without even 
bringing up the reserves. 

** We fell back from Anpilin Pass, Mayo- 
lin, Siaolinzy, Tsegow, and Chilipui to the 
next position, as had been arranged be- 
forehand. 

“‘Our losses were about 1,500. Tue Jap- 
anese losses are not known, but they were 
heavy. We were unable to remove six 
guns from their high positions owing to 
the condition of the roads, but before the 
guns were left behind they were disabled. 

“The Tamboff, Orloff, and Briansk Reg- 
iments distinguished themselves at bayonet 
work 

“Col. Larapoff with several companies 
of Cossacks led a wild sabre charge before 
which the Japanese broke in confusion, but 
the Cossacks ventured too far in pursuit, | 
and came under terrific artillery fire, with 
the result that they suffered heavily in 
men and horses. 

‘This evening the sound of guns, which 
has been heard all day long, is slackening. 
All the forces of the Red Cross are mobil- 
izing in the expectation of heavy work. 

“The Russian list of losses is not yet 
complete, bul it is not believed it will be 
heavy except on the eastern front. 

“The Russian artillery is winning un- 
stinted praise in all quarters, not only on 
account of the accuracy of its fire, which 
destroyed a number of the opposing bat- 
teries, but on the fact that the gunners are 
learning to inflict without receiving dam- 
age. 

“ So far throughout the fighting our guns 
have been exceptionally well placed and 
masked, During the fighting of Aug. 25 the 
artillery inflicted tremendous losses on the 
Japanese, who, on the other hand, fired 
most wildly.” 


SAKHAROFF REPORTS RETREAT. 


Vcrious Russian Victories, After Whic: 
Czar’s Troops Retire. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 28.—The Gen- 
eral Staff has received the following tele- 
gram from Lieut. Gen. Sakharoff, dated 
Aug. 27: 

“Our advance guards and advanced 
troops on the southern front yesterday re- 
tired slowly toward the fortified position 
at An-shan-Chan. 

‘“‘Rifle fire was general along the whole 
front. 

“The Japanese artillery cannonaded our 
positions at different points. 

‘“‘Our guns poured a heavy fire into the 
columns of the Japanese as they advanced, 
and into their works and intrenchments, 
and eventually compelled them to move 
their vast camp from Famaina to the Vil- 
lage of Baissiaga. 

“‘At 6 o’clock In the evening there was 
a lull in the firing. 

“The hottest fighting occurred on our 
left flank on the south front, where our 
losses amounted to 200. 

“During the night our advance guards 
Petired to the principal position. 

“ Bive divisions (between 75,000 and 100,- 


000 men) of the enemy took the offensive 
against our south front. 

“Our troops repelled toward the south- 
east all the attacks of the Japanese di- 
rected against their front, while our troops 
on the right flank, taking the offensive, 
toward evening drove the Japanese back 
on Tounsinpu. 

**Our losses on the southeast front were 
about four hundred. 


Hand-to-Hand Fighting. 


“Our detachment on the east yesterday 
had a desperate fight against considerable 
forces of the enemy. 

““On the right flank our infantry, though 
unsupported by artillery, and though tke 
Japanese were at all points superior nu- 
merically, firmly and courageously repulsed 
the attacks begun during the night by the 
enemy on the advanced positions of Tse- 
gow and An-Ping. This affair culminated 
in sharp bayonet fighting, and some of our 
regimental officers received sword, bayonet, 
and revolver wounds. 

“After desperate fighting on the ad- 
vanced positions of Tsegow and An-Ping 
our troops retired on the main position, 
supported by artillery. 

“The Tamboff Regiment, on the left 
flank at Tsegow, defended an advanced 
position fram 1 o'clock in the morning un- 
til 4 o’clock in the afternoon, repelling all 
the enemy’s atiacks at the point of the 
bayonet. Ther2 were four counter attacks, 
The commander of the regiment, Col. 
Klembousky, was wounded. 

‘ A turning movement by the enemy 
against the left flank of the Tsegow posi- 
tion and the enfilading fire of their bat- 
teries on Khaouiou Heights forced the 
Tamboff Regiment to retire, and the re- 
treat was effected in good order. Six guns 
were abandoned, but they were broken 
and rendered useless. 

“The Japanese attacked like fanatics, 
and their losses must have been very great. 

“A wounded Jupanese officer, who was 
taken prisoner, escaped observation after 
his wound had been dressed and killed him- 
self by dashing his head against the stones. 

‘‘Our troops captured a considerable num- 
ber of rifles, caps, and other articles of 
equipment from the Japanese. 

‘Our losses on this front have not been 
definitely ascertained, but they exceed 1,500 
killed or wounded. 


Bands Head Retreating Troops. 


* Notwithstanding the long and desper- 
ate fighting and the consequent fatigue, 
the spirit of our troops was alert as 
ever, and in the darkness of night, with 
rain falling heavily and transforming the 
ground into liquid mud, they executed the 
necessary movements, headed by their 
bands, in perfect order. 

“On Aug. 27 the enemy had 
sumed any definite offensive movement at 
any point along the whole front, and our 


troops retired gradually to new positions. 

“At about 2 o’clock in the afternoon it 
was discovered that the Japanese were mov- 
ing on Taempine by way of Youdioukau.” 

General disappointment is expressed by 
the newspaper correspondents at the front 
at the withdrawals now in progress. The 
statement that the reserves were not called 
up to hold some of the positions which 
were abandoned seems to show that there 
is a strong force at Liao-Yang, which is not 
yet being utilized. At the same time, from 
private messages received from Liao-Yang, 
it might be inferred that a heavy move- 
ment northward has been progressing for 
some days. 

Gen. Kuropatkin has not yet disclosed 
whether he intends to make a decisive fignt 
at Liao-Yang. He seems to be well satis- 
fied with the situation. One dispatch de- 
scribes him as being in high spirits ‘and 
laughing and joking at a meeting of the St. 
George's Society at Liao-Yang. 

Nothing has been heard here regarding 
the reported cutting of the railway south 
of Mukden, but the fact that an unusual 
number of telegrams are arriving, some of 
which were filed late to-night at Liao- 
fang, seems to discredit the report. Had 
the Japanese destroyed the railway they 
doubtless would also have cut the wires. 
As an offset to the Russian abandonment 
of six guns, Gen. Kuropatkin’s troops, it 
is stated, captured some Japanese guns. It 
is reported also that they destroyed some 
Japanese mountain batteries. 


RUSSIAN RAILROAD CU” ? 


Report in Tokio—Engagement at Liao- 
Yang Expected. 

TOKIO, Aug. 28.—The General Staff main- 
tained silence throughout the day concern- 
ing the fighting in the vicinity of Liao- 
Yang. 

It is reported that Gen. Kuroki has seized 
and cut the railroad south of Mukden, thus 
separating the Russian forces, and cutting 
Liao-Yang off from a direct line of retreat, 
but confirmation of this report cannot be 


obtained. 

The fighting reported east and southeast 
of Liao-Yang is regarded here as prelimin- 
ary to a larger contest in the immediate 
vicinity of Liao-Yang. It is expected that 
Gens. Kuroki, Oku, and Nodzu will press 
forward speedily. 


GUESSING IN ST. PETERSBURG. 


Experts Wonder Where the Main Japa- 
nese Attack Is to be Directed.

The Novoe Vremya voices the general mys-

URIU STILL OFF SHANGHAI.

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PORT ARTHUR'S 
FORTS ALL TAKEN 


Japanese Guns Command Town 
and Cause Ships to Scatter. 


FIGHTING NIGHT AND: DAY. 


Garrison Appears to Be Out of Smdxe- 


less Powder— Desperate . Sortie 
Expscted Before the 


Final Battle. 


LONDON, Aug. 29.—The Chronicle's cor- 
respondent with Gen. Kuroki, cabling un- 
der date of Aug. 24, via Fusan, Aug. 
says: 

“The fall of Port Arthur is imminent. 
The Japanese are now within the main de- 
fenses, and their guns command the town. 
Desperate fighting occurs night and day, 
and the losses on both sides are enormous. 

‘“‘The Russians are making furious coun- 
ter attacks, but the Japanese are clinging 
to the positions they have won at so great

a cost.” 
The Daily Mail’s Kobe correspondent, in 
a dispatch dated Saturday last, says: 
‘*Fellowing is the position of Port Ar- 


thur: The Japanese have captured all the 
outlying fortifications, but the Russians 
still hold the citadel on Antz-shan, Golden 


Hill tort, and the forts on Tiger’s Tail and 
Liao-ti Mountain. The Japanese are in 


possession of the parade ground and bar- 
racks under the Antsz-shan fort on the 
outskirts. 

“The fall of Port Arthur is believed to 
be imminent. It is believed that the gar- 
rison will make a desperate sortie before 
the end comes.” 

The correspondent at Tien-tsin of. The 
Standard, cabling Saturday afternoon, says: 

“Confirmatory details just arrived rep- 
resent the Japanese as having reached a 
point within 1,200 yards from the New 
Town at Port Arthur on the west side, 
and as being within a mile of the eas 
dock basin on the east side. Strong rein- 
forcements, it is said, are hurrying up 
from Dalny and Pitsewo, leaving reserves 
at both places."’ 

The correspondent declares that the Jap- 
anse are unable to approach nearer the 
New Town owing to the fire from the Rus- 
sian ships. The Japanese commander, the 
correspondent says, has ordered that no 
shells be thrown into the town for the sake 
of the non-combatants. The attempt to 
attack the forts from the outside has been 
abandoned. The Japanese having pene- 
trated the main lines, both to the westward 
and the eastward, will advance from the 
north with a view of assaulting the forts 
from the inside. The correspondent adds 
that, owing to the extensive mine area, the 
co-operation of the fleet is difficult. 

The Tokio correspondent of The Standard 
says: 

“Unofficial reports state that since the 
explosion of their magazine at the foot of 
Liaoti Hill the Russians appear to be des- 
titute of smokeless powder.” 

CHE-FOO, Aug. 28.—Information which 
to a very great extent confirms previous 
reports of the conditions at Port Arthur 
was received here to-day by junks which 
left there on Aug. 24 and 26. 

The most important statement agreed 
upon by passengers on these junks who 
were interviewed by the correspondent of 
The Associated Press confirms the reports 
that the Russians have been driven from 
the fort immediately east of the railroad. 
This fort is named Rihlun-Shan and is lo- 
cated on the tail of the Dragon Hills, along 
the summit of which the eastern defenses 
of Port Arthur are built. 

When the Russian forcés’ retired from 
Fort Etse-Shan they entered Fort No. 15 
to the north of Chao-Chang-Ku. During 
the nights of Aug. 18 and 19, while it was 
raining, the Japanese attempted to storm 
Fort Antaz-Shan, which is a strong posi- 
tion adjoining Etse-Shan toward the north, 


but they were repulsed with heavy losses. 

During the night of Aug. 22 a heroic band 
of 500 Japanese attempted to capture Fort 
No. 5 while a storm was raging. Almost, 
the entire detachment was killed. The 
Chinese declare, however, that the Rus- 
sians have evacuated Fort No. 5, but 
whether by reason of this assauit or the 
Japanese artillery fire cannot be learned. 
The Japanese are unable to occupy No. 6. 

The fighting from Aug. 17 to Aug. 22 
Was severe, but since the latter date it has 
been comparatively light. 

On Aug. 26 the fort on Liao-thie Mount- 
ain was ttred on from six Japanese torpedo 
boats, but the result of this action is not 
known here. 

The Russian marines have left the ships 
in the harbor and are working at the land 
batteries, 

Shells from the Japanese fire continue 
to fall in Port Arthur and the dock yards, 
and the warships have scattered about the 
harbor, in attempts to protect themselves 
from the enemy's projectiles. 

A Chinese who was employed on the docks 
at Port Arthur says that the battleships 
Retvizan, Poltava, and Sevastopol are bad- 
ly damaged. The first-mentioned ship rests 
low in the water by the stern. The battle- 
ship Pobieda is in fighting condition. There 
are also four gunboats and several destroy- 
ers in the harbor. The recent report that 
eight destroyers escaped from Port Arthur 
cannot be confirmed. 

The Japanese are constructing forts at 
Louisa Bay, northwest of Port Arthur. 

Seven hundred Chinese, who went to 
Dalny in the hope of sharing with the 
Japanese in the business boom there, re- 
turned to Che-Foo to-day, and report that 
the Japanese are monopolizing all sppor- 
tunities at the port. 

These Chinese say that twenty transports, 
bearing 22,000 troops, to reinforce the be- 
siegers of Port Arthur, have arrived at 
Daliny during the past fortnight. 


MARESCO LOST HIS SAVINGS. 


Man Who Was to Buy Store Bought 
“ Knock-Out” Drops. 


Maresco is twenty-two years 
old, and intended until recently to send 
over to Italy for the sweetheart he lkeft 
there when he came here some five years 
ago. That he is unable to do so, he says, 
is due to the machinations of Gregoric 
Delavere, whom he had arrested yester- 
day on a charge of stealing $900, his entire 
savings. Delavere is a man of forty-three, 
and lives at 303 East One Hundred and 
First Street. 

Maresco told the police that, after he had 
saved $200, he bought a small shoe store 
at 78 West One Hundred and Twenty-sixth 
Street. Since that time he had saved $900 
out of the profits of the store. About six 
weeks ago, he said, Delavere asked him 
if he would sell his store. They agreed 
upon a price, and Delavere said he would 
like to sit around the store for a day or 
two and get an idea of the character and 
amount of business Maresco was doing. 

On the second day, after sitting around 
all morning, Delavere went out and got 
some cheese and crackers and a pitcher 
of beer. Maresco drank the beer, but 
Delavere did not. The next thing he knew, 


Maresco told the police, he was lying on 
the bed in the rear of the store, and he dis- 
covered that he had been lying there 
twenty- four hours. The wallet containing 
his $900 was missing from his inside vest 
pocket, and Delavere was missing also.

RECORD YEAR FOR RACING 


Sensational Performances by 
Mares a Feature of the Season. 


H. B. DURYEA’S GREAT FILLIES 


Artful and Tanya in $14,000 Stakes to 
be Run Wednesday — Weights for 
the Rich Twin City Handicap. 


Following the record-breaking succession 
of great races in the big Spring handicaps, 
a new element of the sensational has en- 
tered for the Fall season of racing in the 
prominence that mares have taken in turf 
affairs. The victory of the maiden filly 
Artful in the Futurity on Saturday was not 
the beginning of the mares’ prominence, for 
Tanya and Tradition long before had proved 
their merit, among the two-year-olds, 
while the meteoric Beldame achieved a dis- 
tinction without precedent, when, after 
beating sprinters at every call, she went out 
and beat the best field that the turf could 
produce in the Saratoga Cup race. Ham- 
burg Belle now may be added to the lst 
of great mares of the handicap division, 
while the stable of H. B. Duryea, in which 
are sheltered Artful and Tanya,’ contains 
other two-year-old fillies reputed to be 
quite as fast as the two named. 

On the showing made by Tanya, un- 
beaten until she ran for the Futurity, and 
by Artful, winner of the Futurity, there 
is room for endless speculation as to just 
what Bumble Bee might have been capable 
of, for after the death of Bumble Bee at 
Saratoga, Trainer J. W. Rogers declared 
without qualification that Bumble Bee 
could beat all the others of his stable. The 
stable has, however, a great collection of 
fillies in Tanya, Artful, Rose of Dawn, 
Heart's Desire, and Sandria (formerly 
Cricket), and these with Bumble Bee com- 
plete the most remarkable list of young 
mares ever owned in one stable. 

A similarly superlatively good lot of colts 
was sheltered in the stable of the late 
August Belmont in 1890, His Highness, St. 
Florian, and Victory being the most suc- 
cessful in their racing when two-year- 
olds, but, as in the case of William C. 
Whitney, death prevented the owner from 
enjoying the triumphs of the great horses 
that his judgment had collected. The 
Whitney stable fared better than the Bel- 
mont establishment, as the latter collection 
was dispersed, and His Highness, Victory, 
and St. Florian battled against each other, 
while the lease of the entire Whitney 
establishment by H. B. Duryea has kept 
it intact. 

Another singular feature of the Dur- 
yea list of great fillies is that they were 
bred by the late owner, from his best-prized 
stallions, among which were Hamburg and 
Meddler. Artful is especially a repre- 
sentative of Mr. Whitney’s success as a 
breeder, as she is by Hamburg and her 
dam is the daughter of Dandie Dinmont, 
Martha II., a mare that carried Mr. Whit- 
ney’s colors in the years when he raced 
under the name of Sydney Paget. All the 
fillies are well engaged in stakes at Sheeps- 
head Bay for the present meeting, but of 
the lot Artful and Tanya both are pe- 
nalized to the full limit in all their con- 
dition stakes, and there is not a question 
but that Handicapper Vosburgh will look 
out for both of them in the Great Eastern 
Figndicap. 

Tradition, the second horse in the Fu- 
turity, also is well engaged at Sheepshead 
Bay, but is not in the Great Filly Stakes, 
worth about $14,000, to be run Wednesday, 
though all the best of the Duryea lot are 
in it. The fact that fillies were first and 
second for the Futurity for the first time 
in the history of the stakes Saturday has 
served to make many turfmen doubt the 
application of the old maxim that when 
the filles beat the colts the colts are a bad 


lot. 

There will be opportunity for demonstra- 
tion of this view on Saturday of this week, 
however, as then the proof of the Futurity 
will be run in the shape of the Flatbush 
Stakes, at seven furlongs, in which Syson- 
by may meet Tradition and Tanya again, 
though Artful is not in that race. On the 
same day the Century Stakes, of $20,000 
guaranteed value, for three-year-olds and 
upward at one mile and a half, will be 
run, and promises to bring about a _ meet- 
ing of Delhi, Ort Wells, and Bryn Mawr, 
as the best of the three-year-olds, with 
some good older horses added. 

The weights for the most valuable handi- 
cap for horses three years old and upward 
of the Fall season, the $16,000 Twin City 
Handicap, at one mile and a quarter, to 
be run Wednesday of this week, have been 
announced by Handicapper Vosburgh as 
follows:

REBUFFED SUITOR SHOOTS. 


Wounds Girl, Fires at Others, and Then 
Kills Himself. 


Herman Schmidt, fifty-two years old, 
who until a year and a half ago was a pol- 
isher in the employ of Tiffany & Co., at 
Corona, L. I., yesterday put in jeopardy 
the lives of the entire family of Edward 
Homborg, who lives on Cook Avenue, near 
Junction Avenue, Allenhurst, L. IT. He 
succeeded in shooting Bertha, the fifteen- 
year-old daughter, through the neck, and 
fired several shots with his revolver at 
Mrs. Homborg and others in the house. 
Then he turned the pistol on himself and 
fired twice. Both shots took effect, and he 
died soon after. 

Schmidt had known Homborg almost 
from boyhood, and had lived with the 
family for over fifteen years. He had seen 
Bertha grow up, and had recently shown 
a great deal of affection for her. The girl 
resented his attentions, and that seemed 
to infuriate Schmidt, who is said to have 
shown signs of mental weakness for more 
than a year. 

Mrs. Homborg has been ill for some days. 
Yesterday afternoon Dr. Thompson of Co- 
rona had just left the house after calling 
upon her when Schmidt made his appear- 
ance. About the place, besides Mrs. Hom- 
borg, were Bertha and the two younger 
Homborg children, Ida, aged ten years, 
and Eddie, aged thirteen. ’ 

Suddenly Bertha ran toward her mother, 
screaming at the top of her voice that 
Schmidt was trying to kill her. The other 


two children, hearing their sister’s cries, 
became frightened, and also sought refuge 
beside Mrs. Homborg. When the latter 
saw what was up she grappled with the 
man, but to no purpose. The first shot 
he fired was aimed at Bertha. but missed 
her, and clipped off_a lock of Mrs. Hom- 
borg’s hair. Then Schmidt dodged about 
until he saw another chance to shoot, and 
wounded Bertha. At this moment two 
brothers, Paul and Bruno Maumann, whoa 
live on the top floor of the house. rushed 
down stairs. Schraidt promptly opened fire 
on them, but without effect. 

In the meantime Mrs. Homborg had 
escaped into the back yard, takine Ida 
and Eddie with her. Schmidt then stepped 
before a large mirror, and, taking cool aim, 
sent one bullet into his breast and another 
into his right temple. 

The girl’s wound is not 
fatal.

YOUNG CLERK A SUICIDE. 
Gustavus Poggenburg Ends Life in a 
Williamsburg House. 


Gustavus Theodore Poggenburg, eighteen 
years old, the son of John H. Poggenburg 
of 829 Lexington Avenue, who is Treasurer 
of the Electrose Manufacturing Company of 
127 North Tenth Street, Williamsburg, was 
found dead yesterday morning in the board- 
ing house at 204 Wilson Street, Williange- 
burg, where he went a week ago. He lad 
committed suicide by inhaling gas. 

Young Poggenburg until four months ago 
was employed as a shipping clerk at the 
Electrose Company.

Mrs. Hallett and her daughters were 
in an accident on a Flatbush Avenue trolley 
car in May, and young Poggenburg hap- 
pened to be sitting near them. Seeing that 
Mrs. Hallett was badly injured, he carried 
her to a drug store and tended to her hurts, 
She thinks that his prompt action may 
have saved her life. Her letter thanked 
him for his ‘‘ noble act.” : 

Robert Poggenburg last evening made a 
demand for the suicide’s effects. _Failting 


to get them from the Coroner, he said that 
he would try to get an order for them from 
a Supreme Court Justice.

RECORD YEAR FOR RACING 


Sensational Performances’ by 
Mares a Feature of the Season. 


H. B. DURYEA’S GREAT FILLIES 


Artful and Tanya in $14,000 Stakes to 
be Run Wednesday — Weights for 
the Rich Twin City Handicap. 


Following the record breaking succession 
of great races in the big Spring hadicaps, 
a new element of the sensational has en- 
tered for the Fall season of racing in the 
prominence that mares have taken in turf 
affairs. The victory of the maiden filly 
Artful in the Futurity on Saturday was not 
the beginning of the mares’ prominence, for 
Tanya and Tradition long before had proved 
their merit, among the two-year-olds, 
while the meteoric Beldame achieved a dis- 
tinction withou precedent, when, after beat- 
ing sprinters at every call, she went out 
and beat the best field that he turf could 
produce in the Saratoga Cup race. Ham- 
burg Belle now may be added to the list 
of great mares of the handicap division, 
while the stable of H, B, Duryea in which 
are sheltered Artful! and Tanya contains 
tw-year-old fillies reputed to be quite as 
fast as the two named. 

On the showing made by Tanya, un- 
beaten until she ran for the Futurity, and 
by Artful, winner of the Futurity, there 
is room for endless speculation as to ust 
what Bumble Bee might have been capable 
of, for after the death of Bumble. Bee at 
Saratoga, Trainer J. W. Rogers declared 
without qualification that Bumble Bee 


could beat all the others of his stable. The | 


stable has, however, a great collection of 
fillies in Tanya, Artful, Rose of Dawn, 
Heart’s Desire, and Sandria (formerly 
Cricket), and these with Bumble Bee com- 
plete the most remarkable list of young 
mares ever owned in one stable. 

A similarly superlatively good lot of colts 
was sheltered in the stable of the late 
August Belmont in 1890, His Highness, St. 
Florian, and Victory being the most suc- 
cessful in their racing when 
olds, but, as in the case of William C. 
Whitney, death prevented the owner from 
enjoying the triumphs of the great horses 
that his judgment had collected. The 
Whitney stable fared better than the Bel- 
mont establishment, as the latter collection 
was dispersed and His Highness, Victory, 
and St. Florian battled against each other, 
while the lease of the entire Whitney 
establishment by H. B. Duryea has kept 
it intact. 

Another singular feature of the Dur- 
yea list of great fillies is that they were 
bred by the late owner, from his best prized 
stallions, among which were Hamburg and 
Meddler. Artful is especially a repre- 
sentative of Mr. Whitney’s success as a 
breeder, as she is by Hamburg and her 
dam is the daughter of Dandie Dinmont, 
Martha II., a mare that carried Mr. Whit- 
ney’s colors in the years when he raced 
under the name of Sydney Paget. All the 
fillies are well engaged in stakes at Sheeps- 
head Bay for the present meeting, but of 
the lot Artful and Tanya both are pen- 
alized to the full limit in all their con- 
dition stakes, and there is not a question 
but that Handicapper Vosburgh will look 
out for both of them in the Great Eastern 
Handicap. 

Tradition, the second horse in the Fu- 
turity, also is well engaged at Sheepshead 
Bay, but is not in the Great Filly Stakes, 
worth about $14,000, to be run Wednesday, 
though all the best of the Duryea lot are 
in it. The fact that fillies were first and 
second for the Futurity for the first time 
in the history of the stakes Saturday has 
served make many turfmen doubt the ap- 
plication of the old maxim that when the 
fillies beat the colts the colts are a bad lot. 

There will be opportunity for demonstra- 
tion of this view on Saturday of this week, 
however, as then the proof of the Futurity 
will be run in the shape of the Flatbush 
Stakes, at seven furlongs, in which Syson- 
by may meet Tradition and Tanya again, 
though Artful is not in that race. On the 
same day the Century Stakes, of, $20,000 
guaranteed value, for three-year-olds and 
upward at one mile and a half, will be 
run, and promises to bring apout a meet- 
ing of Delhi, Ort Wells, and Bryn Mawr, 
as the best of the three-year-olds, with 
some good older horses added.

The announcement that the Russians 
have retired from An-shan-Chan, after 
apparently resisting successfully the Jap- 
anese advance on that point and on the 
east and south of Liao-Yang, and that 
the movement, executed in good order, 
“strategic reasons,’’ does

not contain much encouragement for the 
Czar. 

As was clearly shown in the map pub- 
lished yesterday by THE Times, An-shan- 
Chan is the key to the defenses of Liao- 
Yang if Gen. KUROPATKIN determines to 
make a final stand there, and he would 
be likely to yield it only because he was 
threatened on the west by the army ad- 
vancing up the valley of the Liao River 
or on the north and east by the Japanese 
advance toward his communications with 
Mukden. Prediction is not very safe at 
this distance, but all the military critics 
are practically agreed that if the Rus- 
sians cannot hold their lines about Liao- 
Yang, deliberately fortified as they have 
been, and occupied by the concentrated 
forces heretofore facing the long front 
of Gen. KuROkKI, they will have to retire 
on Mukden and possibly on Kharbin. The 
result of the fighting of the past week 
would indicate that this is now the pur- 
pose of Gen. KUROPATKIN. 

THE GOLD DEMOCRATS. 

“It is evident,” says our neighbor The 
Sun, “ that nearly all the Gold Democrats 
who are going back to their party at all 
were back before this campaign, and that 
a very great part of those who voted 
for McKINLEY in 1896 went back to the 
Democracy in 1900.”

But is it true? What evidence do the 
election tables yield to support the asser- 
tion that a very great part of those 
Democrats who voted for McKINLEY in 
1896 were back with the Democracy in 
1900? The popular impression, the gen- 
eral belief, runs the other way. Here are 
the figures of the Republican and Demo- 
cratic votes for President in 1892, 1896, 
and 1900 in the State of New York:

this county. In New York County the 
vote for HARRISON in 1888 was 105,452; 

It must have been 
the votes of Gold Democrats that swung 
McKINLEyY’s plurality so far above the 
average Republican level. Kings County 
gave Harrison 69,979 votes in 1888 and 
70,505 in 1892. But it gave McKINLEY 
108,985 in 1900, being a plurality of 2,764 
over BRYAN in that year. If it comforts 
the supporters of Mr. RoosEVELT to af- 
firm that this was a normal partition 
of the Kings County vote between the 
two parties in 1900, and that a Repub- 
lican plurality of 2,764 is to be expected 
there even in years when the Democrats 
are united, we woujd not deprive them of 
their solace. But this is pretty dangerous 
campaign figuring for them. 

The evidence of the figures abundantly 
confirms the impression derived from 
the public press and the speech of people 
—the impression, that is, that thousands 
of Gold Democrats who did not act with 
their party in 1900 are this year heartily 
supporting Judge PARKER. Chairman 
CorRTELYov is not deluding himself with 
the belief that in 1900 all the Gold Dem- 
ocrats went back who are going back 
at all. He knows better. 

THE PHILIPPINES. 

It is most unlikely that a Republican so 
near to the President as Secretary TAFT 
would make an important campaign 
speech upon grave subjects of National 
policy without previous consultation with 
his chief. We are almost bound to sup- 
pose that in his speech at Montpelier 
the Secretary of War expressed the views 
of President RoosEVELT when he made 
this declaration concerning the Philip- 


pines: 


The great object we now have in the 
Philippines is to build up the Government 
there so as to make it more and more use- 
ful to the Filipinos, so that they may ulti- 
mately become an educated, intelligent, and 
self-governing people. Then if they desire 
independence let them have it. But if we 
bring them in behind the tariff wall, if they 
see that association with the United States 
is beneficial to them, as I verily believe it 
will be, it is quite unlikely that they will 
desire full independence. It is quite likely 
they will prefer that association which ex- 
ists between England and Australia or be- 
tween England and Canada. 

What is the use, then, of leoking so far 
into the future that no man can see, and of 
binding ourselves to a course the advisa- 
bility of which no man can know, when the 
effect of it is certain to create disturbances 
among the people whose prosperity and 
tranquillity we are trying to promote? 

We pointed out the other day that 
President ROosSEVELT’s speech of accept- 
ance is perfectly compatible with an in- 
tention to grant full independence to the 
people of the Philippines if ever they are 
fit for it. Secretary Tart’s Montpelier 
speech confirms us in the belief we have 
repeatedly expressed that the only dif- 
ference of substance between the posi- 
tion of Mr. RoosEVELT and the position 
of Mr. PARKER is that the Democratic 
candidate would give the promise of,in- 
dependence to the Filipinos now, while 
the Republican candidate holds that that 
would be a mistake fraught with evil 
consequences in the isjands. ; 

Concerning the making of the promise 
now, Judge Tart spoke as follows: 

And now, why do the Republicans not 
agree with the Democrats in favoring a 
distinet promise in the law which shall bind 
the Government to give independence to the 
Filipinos when they are fit for it? 

The Republicans hope that the time may 
come when they may be safely granted in- 
dependence, and think that it will come, 
but the reason why they are not in favor 
of promising that is because such a promise 
will greatly mislead the Filipino people and 
greatly complicate the situation in the 
Philippine Islands with respect to the 
success of the present Government 
there and its orderly continuance. No 
promise can be made to the Filipinos 
except that we will grant them independ- 
ence when they are fit for complete self- 
government. The demagogues and the men 
of violence in the islands—the former lead- 
ers of the insurrection—will be glad to have 
an opportunity to charge this Government 
with a breach of faith. We have been 
studiously careful to promise ‘the Philippine 
Islands nothing but what we could carry 


out, 
If now we make a promise to them which 


can be so construed as to charge this Gov- 
ernment with a breach of the promise, we 
lose our power for good in the islands and 
sap the foundations of our Government 
there, and the whole hope of uplifting the 
Filipino people is in the success of that 
government and its plans. 

Forty years ago the Republican Party 
in haste and heedlessness, to some degree 
perhaps in passion, conferred the suf- 
frage upon the emancipated slaves of the 
South. Republicans of very great promi- 
nence, looked upon as leaders of their 
party, now admit that this was a mis- 
take. Dispassionate observers know very 
well that even from the point of view of 
the interest of the black men it was a 
mistak& The anti-imperialists insist 
that the United States Government shall 
now make a second blunder of this na- 
ture. For Judge Tart’s. testimony 
shows that it would be a blunder even 
to make the promise of independence to 
the Filipinos—a promise which would be 
altogether uncertain and indeterminate 
as to the day of performance, and one 
which, later on, we might see it would 
be impossible to keep without dooming 
the people of the Philippine Islands to 


destruction. 


PUTTING UP THE BARS. 

On Saturday a proclamation was issued 
by the Dominion Government imposing a 
duty of $7 a ton on imported steel rails. 
This was in accordance with an act of 
1903 directing the Government to enforce 
the duty when it was shown that good 
rails wera being made in Canada in quan- 
tities sufficient to supply the usual de- 
mands in the country. The Government 
is satisfied that this condition is ful- 
filled by the new mills at Sault Ste. Marie 
and others previously established. 

From the point of view of the railway 
managers of Canada this cannot be re- 
garded as favorable to their share in the 
industrial progress of Canada, but the 
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railways of that country are so far fa- 
vored by the Government that little com- 
plaint is likely to ensue. For ourselves 
we may reflect that the new rule will at 
least put an end to the sale of American 
rails on the northern side of the border 
at $8 per ton less than American roads 
are compelled to pay for them on the 
southern side of the border. But it does 
not seem flattering to the common sense 
of our people that they should escape an 
unjust and harsh discrimination on the 
part of a highly protected interest only 
by the action of a foreign Government 
in burdening its own industries. 


WORTH NOTING. 

There are two little items in the news 
of the day to which we venture to call 
the attention of the zealous and well-in- 
tentioned men and women, especially 
women, who have been sharply criticis- 
ing the action of Bishop PoTreR at the 
opening of the Subway Tavern at the 
corner of Mulberry and Bleecker Streets, 
as inconsistent with his position in the 
Church and his duty as a teacher of re- 
ligion and morals. One is the reply made 
on behalf of the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury to a question concerning his opin- 
ion of the tavern: 


The Archbishop approves of the idea, in 
that it has been tried successfully in Eng- 
land, Mrs. Davripson herself having been 
interested in the establishment of one in 
Surrey. On our return to New York we 
will probably visit the tavern, and if it is 
conducted as are those in England, it will 
no doubt rove of inestimable benefit to 
those pestle who frequent saloons. 

This is as high authority as could well 
be asked on the question of Bishop Pot- 
TER’s official connection with the new 
movement for promoting temperance. 

The other item referred to is the report 
in our columns of an utterance of the 
late Dean Houe of Rochester, who was 
well known and much beloved in this 
country as well as in his own, which em- 
bodies the principle underlying the tem- 
perance movement as distinguished from 
the total abstinence movement. The re- 
mark was as follows: 

When any one can accuse me of overin- 
dulgence I will allow him to talk to me; 
but no man has the right, on any grounds, 
Christian or moral, to demand that I shall 


give up the legitimate use of any article 
because he can not or will not use it with= 


out abuse. 

This is in harmony with the explana- 
tion of a-clergyman in Albany, who was 
upbraided for moderate drinking and be- 
sought to consider the example he was 
setting to many who would not stop at 
moderation: ‘Then they do not follow 


my example.” 


ROOSEVELT’S SAYINGS. 

We do not think many votes will be 
changed by the circulation in a campaign 
document of the unkind things said in 
the past by Mr. RoOosEVELT as to some of 
the Democratic Presidents previous to 
Mr. LINCOLN. They died a good while 
ago. The estimate of their character and 
ability is a matter for the historian; it 
was as a historian, and not as a politi- 
cian, that Mr. ROOSEVELT called JEFFER- 
son ‘timid,’ MAapIson “ incapable,”’ 
JACKSON “ignorant,’’ PoLK the “ small- 
est”? of Presidents, &c., and Mr. RoosE- 
VELT’s authority as a historian is not so 
well-established or as pertinent to this 
campaign as his skill as a politician. 
Besides he has been pretty impartial in 
his somewhat flippant remarks about his 
predecessors—he did not dream when he 
was writing history that he would be 
their successor—and he grouped the 
three chief Whigs in the list, HARRISON, 
TAYLOR, and FILLMORE, as “ small Pres- 
idents,’””’ which is an opinion that will 
very generally be accepted. We really 
are not fighting this contest on the issue 
of the relative size of Presidents two or 
three generations ago, and so far as it 
has any influence at all, the scattering 
of these quotations will probably incline 
readers to side with Mr. ROOSEVELT. 

The election will be decided by inde- 
pendent voters. Partisans of one party 
or the other will stick fairly closely to 
their own standard, and large numbers 
of Democrats will return to theirs be- 
cause the reason for abandoning it. no 
longer exists. Mr. RoosmvELT will be 
judged mainly by his official acts and 
utterances relating to matters of con- 
siderable importance as to which he felt 
himself responsible. He will not to any 
extent be judged by careless or hasty or 
extravagant expressions made with no 
reference to his own course in public life. 
Even his public and deliberate utter- 
ances will be weighed with a good deal 
of care, and he will not be held account- 
able for occasional rashness of temper 


or extremeness of emphasis. That is not 
the American way of dealing with their 


representatives, and especially it is not 
the way of voters independent enough in 
their character to act with little refer- 
ence to party ties. 

Our own judgment, based on the rec- 
ord of Mr. ROOSEVELT, which is open to 
all and which wilt be very thoroughly 
canvassed and discussed in the next two 
months, is that the risky quality of his 
nature is not so much the rashness which 
makes him say wild things as the intense 
ambition which induces him to yield 
where his impulse is to stand firm, and 
which persuades him that the end justi- 
fies the means. In any case, we are con- 
fident that his fellow-countrymen will 
weigh him carefully and candidly and 
will reach their decision on more solid 
grounds than his indiscretions in the use 
of careless epithets about the Presidents 
of the last century. : 


PRUSSIA AFTER COAL MINES. 

Startled by the power of the corpora- 
tions and railroads in America which 
practically contro] the coal supply, the 
Prussian Government is trying to en- 
large its ownership of coal mines. A 
fierce war is being waged by a group of 
banks in Berlin against the Government 
of Prussia, which has been trying to get 
control of an important member of the 


-profession.” 


Coal Syndicate, namely, the Hibernia 
Company. It is working through the 
Dresdner Bank, which has an important 
branch in Berlin. The quarrel is one for 
shares, and in consequence of the strug- 
gle Hibernia shares have been forced 
from 200 on June 15 to 268% on Aug. 10, 
prices that scarcely represent the actual 
worth of the stock. So we have a thor- 
eughly American situation suddenly re- 
vealed in Prussia with the interesting 
difference that the Dresdner Bank and 
its helpers are buying at rising prices 
for account of Government. 

A paternal Government cannot fail to 
regard with concern the monopoly of 
coal and its rise in price to suit the mach- 
inations of the monopolists. It regards 
coal as it does air and water, a necessity 
which must be furnished citizens at the 
lowest price, and is properly horrified 
at the cost of coal in lands like ours, 
where no limit is possible to the addi- 
tions made to cost after the miner has 
delivered it at the pit’s mouth. More- 
ever, from a military point, it is neces- 
sary to have cheap coal. How is Ger- 
many going to increase her fleets, both 
national and commercial, if the coal sup- 
ply is at the mercy of syndicates? The 
argument is natural and in such condi- 
tions inevitable. 

As opponents of the Government ef- 
forts are a dozen banks, including the 
large Bleichroeder interests, so that the 
haute finance of Berlin appears to have 
eplit on this matter into two rival camps, 
ene pledged to resist the usurpation of 
paternalism, the other resolved to rescue 
@ public necessity from the monopolists, 
It’s a pretty fight, and one that appears 
edd enough in Germany, where the press 
spends much good ink every month point- 
ing with indignation at the misdeeds of 
American pools, syndicates, and com- 
bines. Of course for the time being the 
Berlin bankers may frustrate the pur- 
chase of enough Hibernia stock to gain 
control, but In the long run they will 
have to come to terms. The power of the 
Government is such that at a pinch it 
might take possession of the Hibernia 
mines and from that vantage ground 
which is said to be nine-tenths of the law 
give the enemy all the time he wants to 
litigate and bargain. 

It ts one of the drawbacks of such 
great combinations of capital that 
monopolies give the public a deep longing 
for a strong Government, or one at least 
that promises some relief from extor- 
tionate charges in the absolute necessi- 
ties of life. And the curious thing with 
matters of this kind is that Socialism and 
paternalism are bedfellows. The Social- 
ists may not admire the way the Prus- 
sian Government conducts its railways 
and mines, but they must agree with 
government ownership in principle. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——The Trish we have always with us, 
but, like the Hibernian flea, you no soon- 
er put your finger on them than, in their 
volatile Celtic fashion, they are gone. Mr. 
FRANK HuUGH O’DONNELL has scarcely fin- 
ished with the annihilation of Mr. W. B. 
YEATS and the Irish National Theatre So- 
ciety in general on the ground that they 
grossly misrepresent the Irish, when 
along comes Miss MARGARET WYCHERLEY 
with a bunch of these very plays of Mr. 
Yeats’s with which she proposes to make 
impossible for ever and a day the misrep- 
resentation of her countrymen to which 
she says our stage has been too long ac- 
customed. What is truth? can no longer be 
a jesting query. Two years ago a play 
called ‘‘McFadden’s Flats” was all but 
banished the stage because it represented 
a Hibernian with green whiskers, which 
was denounced as an unpardonable breach 
of the dramatic unities, or at worst an 
anachronism. Since time began it appears 
the most exaggerated Irish whiskers have 
been no worse than red. Not even the fact 
that red is the emblem of the insolent and 
tyrannous Briton justified in artistic eyes 
the unrealistic wearing of the green. As 
to the color of Mr. Yeats’s whiskers as 


represented by Miss WYCHERLEY, we are 


not informed. But we hazard the conjec- 
ture that whatever their hue they will, 
when they appear, be blown about and 
tossed to and fro with every wind of con- 
tentious Hibernian doctrine. 


—The employment of doctors by con- 
tract, at prices ranging from $2 to $5 per 
head per year, is, according to American 
Medicine, one of the growing evils of the 
profession, and its editor calls upon his sub- 
scribers to organize and crush the practice, 
“In one State in the South the negroes 
have been organizing into societies, and 
they then put up the job at auction, the 
local physicians bidding against each other 
for it. Such a method of conducting medi- 
cal practice will in the long run, of course, 
defeat its own end because only the most 
wretched of medical knowledge and skill 
can be obtained in that way. But the ‘run’ 
will necessarily be a very long run, and it 
is expensive to both the community and the 
Abuses there may be in the 
contract system; but does that invalidate it 
as a whole? Far be it to hint that the edi- 
tor’s concern for the health of the com- 
munity may possibly not be so insistent, as 
his concern for the fees of his profession. 
We may say, however, that a priori—and 
that is the only method of judgment now 
available—the departure has phases that 
commend it. Under the present scheme 
hygienic and medical assistance are regarded 
as needful only in acute emergencies, where- 
as nothing is clearer than that they are 
subjects of constant import, and especially 
hygiene. The law may well be regarded as 
a resort for emergencies, but surely health 
is a matter of daily concern and should not 
be paid for at emergency prices. If lawyers 
are retained by contract, why not doctors? 
The physician who works by annual con- 
tract will find it to his interest to obviate 
the necessity of emergency curing by means 
of consistent prevention, giving the pro- 
verbial ounce instead of the pound. It is 
said to be the custom in China, which only 
the thoughtless laugh at, to pay physicians 
during the health of the subject, suspending 
payment during illness. We are not pre- 
pared to say that this is the best and the 
only method; but it has advantages. For 
ourselves, at least in our present state of 
enlightenment, the best course seems to be 
to extend the. contract idea into the highest 
ranks of the profession. We can only see 
in it more health, less medicine, and less 
surgery. 


——The mistake of the ultra-imperialist 
party in Russia is thrown into dramatic 
relief in Dp PLEHVD»’s last interview, which 
he granted only a few days before his as- 
sassination. He could not understand why 
the United States sympathizes with Japan. 
““We [meaning Russia and America] have 
always been friends,.and we have proved 
our friendship. Moreover, Americans are 
a business people. They must know that 
Russia is not a manufacturing State; that 
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Russia is and will be in need of the prod- 
ucts of their energy. Japan, on the other 


‘hand, is a manufacturing nation, which is 


able to deliver its output, practically with- 
out cost, in China, while American goods, 
to reach that market, must pay a heavy 
freight bill. Japan’s development is there- 
fore antagonistic to American commercial 
interests.” This is the speech of a mind to 
which the world is a mere matter of armies 
and industries. There are also men in it, 
and the advantages of international alli- 
ances are very remote to the man in the 
street, while the passions of a conflict that 
he is following day by day are very near. 
The human race, to which most citizens 
belong, has principles, passions, and preju- 
dices, and nothing is so fatal to a states- 
man as to forget it. 


— ~The members of the Woman’s Chris- 
tian Temperance Union, whose avowed pur- 
pose it-is to make drink and all the asso- 
ciations of drinking as disreputable as pos- 
sible, may have been cast down by the 


progress of the Subway Tavern; but no. 


doubt their failing spirits will revive at 
the progress of affairs in the ordnance de- 
tachment at Sandy Hook. Of the four 
deaths that have occurred in the last two 
years, two have been the result of taking 
bad bay rum to quench an afterthirst ac- 
quired by drinking inferior liquors at High- 
land Beach. Both men were of normally 
good character as soldiers go, and there is 
little doubt in the minds of their officers 
that if they had enjoyed the privilege 
which their fellow-citizens enjoy of drink- 
ing good beer at convenient places, they 
would to-day be alive, sober and well. But 
being obliged by a paternal Government 
under grandmaternal influence to indulge 
in drink only when on leave of absence, 
and then to tramp five hot and sandy miles 
for it, they fell victims to a combination of 
rare opportunity and exceeding thirst. 
When grown men are deprived of a luxury 
they not unreasonably think innocent, it is 
only natural that they should be exces- 
sively attracted by it. Men in lumber 
camps have been known to drink wood alco- 
hol clear; and a case is on record in which 
sailors have distilled the spirits of turpen- 
tine from paint and mixed it with milk to 
make a toddy. They are all foolish fel- 
lows, no doubt, but is it quite in the charac- 
ter of a philanthropist to rejoice in their 
speedy demise? For our own part, we 
should suggest that if the bay rum at 
Sandy Hook cannot be kept away from the 
Highland Beach hang-over, its quality 
should be made better. 


AMERICAN ATHLETES ABROAD. 


They Were Treated with All Due Hospi- 
tality, Says a Correspondent. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It is difficult to see just what griev- 
ance Mr. Ralph Paine has against the man- 
agement of the recent intercollegiate games 
in England. In the articlé from which you 
quote he wails because the American ath- 
letes were not met at the steamer and 
tucked up nicely in bed, quotes the not 
very lucid comment of one man as prov- 
ing that our national sporting instinct was 
lacking, and tells a story to prove our 
decorum and lack of humor, which is so 
ridiculous that it fails his purpose, for the 
invention was evidently to lighten the tone 
of his article. 

Now we have at all and sundry times 
and in divers manners tasted to the fuil the 
delights of American hospitality—the Bos- 
ton reception to the artillery, for instance, 
and on standards like these perhaps the 
Queen’s Club Stewards were wanting. But 
certainly British athletes have arrived here 
and received no formal greeting before the 
planned contests, neither was it expected, 
and it is difficult to see why for a London 
contest a journey of 3800 miles should be 
taken to greet competitors for an event 
several days ahead. 

But the enthusiastic comments of the 
whole British press give the lie direct to 
any statement that the victory was 
grudged. I have seen a Western baseball 
team howled and hooted off the field be- 
cause they had defeated the local Hastern 
nine. <A Canadian victor was booed by 
rowdies in Chicago quite recently. But the 
British crowd cheered in defeat as heartily 
as it ever cheers in victory, and if there 
were a few disgruntled is that a national 
fault? I have seen undemonstrative British 
lift an American winner at Henley shoulder 
high in triumph. 

After the contest the Americans were 
wined and dined in London and taken on 
various trips. But it does seem as if Mr. 
Paine expected that the whole nation should 
stand agape because a few American stu- 
dents arrived to try their strength against 
a few British undergrads. The impression 
is growing abroad everywhere that Ameri- 
cans are acquiring the habit of the chip on 
the shouider.

WANTS CROSS ABOVE FLAG. 


Bishop Bashford Says Enthrone Jesus 
Christ in Politics.

OCEAN GROVE, N. J., Aug. 28.—Four- 
teen distinct services and 50,000 worship~ 
pers were the features of camp meeting 
Sunday to-day. The army attending the 
thirty-fifth annual camp meeting arose 
bright and early for the first service, which 
was one of prayer and consecration, held 
in the Temple at sunrise, with Vice Presi- 
dent Aaron E. Ballard in charge. 

The usual 9 o’clock meetings—holiness, 
helping hand, and young people’s—were 
abandoned to-day, because of the annual 
love feast at that hour in the Auditorium. 
Bishop FitzGerald presided. It was, in 
many particulars, the most remarkable re- 
ligious gathering ever held in Ocean Grove. 
A wave of religious fervor Swept over the 
congregation, and caused aged Christians 
to shout aloud, dance about the altar, and 
after Henrietta Lunn of New York City, a 
negress, had given a particularly happy 
experience, a white sister grasped her by 
the hand, threw her arms about her, and 
kissed her affectionately. 

A. H, De Haven of New York, a member 
of the banking firm of De Haven & Town- 
send, told of his conversion in Philadelphia 
forty years ago. A traveling man in the 
audience shouted: 

“I’m a drummer, but Christ saved me 
whén I was a perfect piece of nothing, and 
if He can save a wicked traveling man, He 
can save anybody.”’ 

The morning preacher was the Rev. Dr. 
James W. Bashford, late President of the 
Ohio Wesleyan University, Delaware, Ohio, 
and recently elected a Bishop of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, and assigned to 
China. 

The Bishop denounced intemperance. 
Paraphrasing President Lincoln’s oft-quoted 
remark, that “A nation cannot exist half 
slave and half free,” he said that a re- 
public, no matter how wealthy or strong 
numerically, can exist half drunk and half 
sober. The reference to Lincoln brought 
out applause, as did the statement: 

“If we follow in the footsteps of Greece 
and Rome, we will go down, but if we fol- 
low in the footsteps of Jesus Christ, if we 
can enthrone Jesus Christ in politics and 
business, especially in the Far East, then 
we shall not fail—but when we put the flag 
above the Cross, then America’s star will 
begin to set.” 


ROOSEVELT TO ANSWER CRITICS 


Will Defend Acceptance of Frederick the 
Great’s Statue at Unveiling. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—Preparations 
are. being made to receive the statue of 
Frederick the Great which is coming to 
this country this Fall as the gift of Em- 
peror William of Germany. The granite 
stones for the foundation and pedestal are 
being hewn in the grounds of the War Col- 
lege. The pedestal will in a few days be 
placed in position. The site chosen was 
agreed on nearly a year ago by Secretary 
Root and Baron Speck von Sternburg. 

In making the selection they allowed five 
plac2s in systematic arrangement for stat- 
ues of other great military figures, Hanni- 
bal, Napoleon, and Caesar being suggested 
as likely to be honored in this vay. 

The unveiling will probably take place in 
December, a féw days after the meeting 
of Congress. The statue will be accepted 
on the part of this Government by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, who is expected to take 
advantage of the occasion to make reply 
from accurate historical sources to the crit- 
ics who disapproved of his action in ac- 
cepting for erection in the capital of the 
country a statue of Frederick, who, ac- 
cording to common understanding, was an 
enemy of popular liberty.

AT QUEBEC CATHEDRAL .. 


Preaches at Centenary Celebration 
of Its Founding by George Ill. 


J. P. MORGAN IN ROYAL SEAT 


Archbishop of Canterbury Thinks Cen 
tre of the World’s Activities May 
Be Transferred to New World.

QUEBEC, Aug. 28.—It was a’picturesque 
Scene that was witnessed to-day at the 
centenary celebration of the old Anglican 
Cathedral build for Quebec by King George 
iif. The Archbishop of Canterbury, the . 
first Primate of all England to cross the 
Atlantic, who landed yesterday in New 
York and was rushed by J.. P. Morgan on 
a special train from that city to Quebec 
in order to reach here for to-day’s celebra- 
tion, told of his joy that his first official 
act in the Western World should be ta 
Join with the congregation in celebrating 
the centenary of the first Cathedral erect- 
ed in any of the colonies, 

This was said in answer to the address 
of welcome presented by the Bishop of 
Quebec, who met him at the western en- 
trance with his clergy and choir. Tha 
address expressed the hope that the Arch- 
bishop's Visit might eventuate in a real 
Ughtening of the bonds which lnk the 
East and West, and this, not only between 
the old country and those who on this side 
f 2» ‘ es eons, \ns . e mH 
‘ the Atlantic are subjects of the King , 
and members of the British Empire, but 
also between Great Britain, her colonies, - 
and the United States, 
While the Archbishop, who was attended 
by his Chaplain bearing the archiepiscopad 
crozier, was seated close to the marble 
monument in the chancel to the first 
Bishop of Quebec, J. Pierpont Morgan oc- 
cupied the place of royalty in the viceroyal 
pew, together with the representatives of 
the army and navy, including Admiral 
Douglass, organizer of the Japanese Navy, 
and Mrs. Davidson, wife of the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury. The music and 
ritual were most imposing, and nearly ail 
the clergy of the diocese were present, 
most of the other churches being closed 

for the day. 

The Archbishop’s text was “ Patience 
worketh experience, and experience hope,” 
and he said among other things: 

“The words might stand as the motto 
and watchword, and not least as the re- 
ligious watchword, of our Colonial Empire 
and our Colonial Church. Of that we have 
a magnificent object lesson to-day. The 
opportunity of taking part in the first 
centenary of the first Anglican Cathedral 
erected in any colony of our empire is an 
occasion of deepest meaning and of hap- 
piest association not for Quebec only, not 
for Canada only, but for the Church of 
Christ throughout the world. And I es- 
teem it a very high privilege to be allowed 
to bear my part with you as together, to- 
day, we thank God and take courage.”’ 

He paid a glowing tribute to the work of 
the early missionaries in Canada, and, in 
quoting words used by Bishop Potter at 
Lambeth seventeen years ago, referred to 
that prelate as *“* that strong, wise, CHris- 
tian leader, the Bishop of New York, to 
whose voice some of us had been. hoping 
to listen to-day.”’

SATURNALIA AFTER ALL 


National Sculpture Society With- 
draws Its Opposition to Group. 


BIONDI’S FRIENDS REJOICE 


Trustee Avery’s Death Removed an Ob- 
stacle to Exhibition — Disapproval 
of Society Called “ Stupid.” 


After all the trouble there has been 
Sculptor Biondi’s group, Saturnalia, is 
likely to be shown at the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art. The National Sculpture 
Society has withdrawn its objections to 
it, and there is now nothing against 
the fulfillment by the Trustees of their 
contract with Biondi. The suit contem- 
plated by the sculptor has not gone very 
far, and is now likely to be withdrawn, 
and the public will in all probability have 
an opportunity of seeing a work which has 
created an international discussion. 

Several elements have combined to make 
the exhibition of the work possible in the 
Museum. A man who is in a position to 
know said yesterday that the Trustees of 
the Museum as a body never objected to 
the exhibition of Biondi’s group. It had 
never occurred in their entire experience, 
it -vas said, that they disagreed concerning 
the introduction of a work of art into the 
Museum until the “ Saturnalia’’ came up 
for discussion. 

Then Samuel Putnam objected. The re- 
mainder of the Trustees really saw no rea- 
son for its exclusion, but as Mr. Avery was 
known to have a very superior judgment 
regarding art in general they were inclined 
to think that he might see a flaw and a 
fault which they did not see, and, having 
been harmonious on all other matters be- 
fore, they were inclined to agree with him 
regarding the group. To Mr. Avery’s ob- 
jection was afterward added the pronounced 
objection of the National Sculpture So- 
ciety. This seemed to settle the matter. 

Since that time Mr. Avery has died. The 
Sculpture Society’s objection has been with- 
drawn, and it is prophesied as ‘‘a moral 
certainty” that the work of art will be 
placed where those who have been in favor 
of its being shown say it can well be placed 
without impropriety and with justice to 
the artist. The fact that an agreement 


was actually entered into between Biondi 
and the Trustees is considered as adding 
to the likelihood that it will be shown. 

The men who have clung to Biondi in 
the controversy say that this result is 
nothin but common justice, and is a 
triumph for art and the highest ideals of 
artists. The objection to Biondi’s work 
as well as to some other examples done 
by foreign artists, it is contended, savors 
at least very much of a national prejudice 
and something of ‘“ unionism.” 

Most of the Trustees of the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art are out of town. E. Edwin 
Elwell, the curator of the museum, who has 
taken a prominent part in the controversy, 
was at his post of duty yesterday, however. 
At his home in Weehawken last evening he 
admitted that because of the withdrawal of 
the objection of the National Sculpture So- 
ciety and for other reasons it was likely 
that the “ Saturnalia’ would now be put 
on exhibition, particularly as the Trustees 
had agreed to exhibit it. 

“It was stupid for the National Sculpt- 
ns I Society to oppose its exhibition,’’ he 
said.

Auburn-Haired Young Woman’s Theatre 
Escort in Peril. 


A young woman with auburn hair, es- 
corted by a man of thirty years, left the 
New York theatre at Broadway and Forty- 
fifth Street last night.

DINNER UNDER GROUND 
AT NEW ASTOR HOTEL 


Hostelry on Times Square to be 
Thrown Open Sept. 10. 


HOST ENTERTAINS FRIENDS 


Guests Inspect Building and Then Dine 
in Wine Cellar Amid Casks 
and Barrels. 


Preliminary to the formal opening on 
Sept. 10 of the new Hotel Astor, erected 
on Times Square by William Waldorf As- 
tor, William C. Muschenheim, the proprie- 
tor, gave an informal dinner to fifty last 
night in the wine cellar. Before the din- 
ner there was a general inspection of the 
building, which occupies the entire block 
between fForty-fourth and _  Forty-fifth 
Streets, on the west side of the square. 
The furnishings are practically complete, 
and only a few details remain to be com- 
pleted before New York’s newest hotel 
will be thrown open. 

The dinner was served thirty feet below 
ground. Here, in the midst of wine tuns, 
casks, barrels, and compartment after com- 
partment filled with bottles, preparations 
were made for the dinner. The waiters 
were garbed like the cellarmen of Europe, 
with blue jumpers and huge leather aprons, 
while behind a reproduction of the fa- 
mous Heidelberg tun was concealed the 
orchestra. The wine cellar is two floors 
below the street, the rathskellar and kitch- 
ens being on the floor under the office. 
The speechmakers complimented the’ host 
and bade success to the new hotel, while 
Mr. Muschenheim had many kind words 


for the men who aided him in fitting out, 


the new place. 

The Hotel Astor, latest of the great hotels 
of New York, is in the French Renaissance 
style, ten stories high. Lavishness and ele- 
gance mark every detail of the new build- 
ing, and unique ideas are encountered on 
every hand. Instances are found in the 
Indian rathskellar, the grillroom, designed 
like a hunters’ hall; the Chinese tearoom, 
the Spanish lounging room, the college 
room, the private banquet hall, designed 
like a hunting hall in a feudal castle, and 
the suite of three private dining rooms con- 
structed like the cabin of a private yacht. 

The building, designed by Clinton & Rus- 
sell, is constructed entirely of limestone 
and red brick, with a cornice balcony on 
the ninth floor, and is crowned with a 
curved mansard roof of green slate and 
copper, with massive stone dormers. Itisa 
model of fire-proof construction, the stair- 
ways ail being inclosed with fire-proof ma- 
terial, while the doors leading to them 
may be closed from the office in case of 
fire by the mere turning of levers. Be- 
sides the usual fire appliances and alarms 
on every floor, each room is provided with 
an automatic fire detector which notifies 
the office when the temperature reaches 
130 degrees. ‘ 

Dining, reception, and reading rooms for 
women are on the main floor, with en- 
trances on Forty-fifth Street, while to the 
left, on the Forty-fourth Street side, are 
the men’s café, restaurant, and billiard 
room for men. The lobby, twenty-one feet 
high, is in marble and gold, encircled by a 
gallery. Four panels by W. D. L. Dodge 
adorn the walls, two representing ancient 
and modern New York. On the mezzanine 
floor are the spanish Renaissance and the 
Chinese room. The men’s dining room, in 
the German Renaissance, sixteenth century 
style, is in oak, with a wainscoting twelve 
feet high, and the walls and ceiling are 
adorned with hunting scenes and trophies 
of the hunt. The billiard room is in Pom- 
peiian style. The bar is in Flemish, with a 
painting of the Longacre Farm by Unitt 
on the back wall Then there is the 
“‘ orangerie,”’ a reproduction of an Italian 
garden. This room is 104 by 75 feet, is en- 
circled by a gallery, and the rear recalls 
the famous terrace at Versailles. A fount- 
ain is built against the terrace, surmounted 
by a marble group. Orange trees and 

alms are about the tables, the walls are 
atticed, the ceiling is done in a sky effect, 
and from the back wall a moon, electrically 
lighted, sheds a soft light. 

The ninth floor is taken up by twelve pri- 
vate dining room, large and small ban- 
quet halls, a promenade, and college room. 
Together these rooms have a seating ca- 
pacity of nine hundred and eleven hundred 
can hear the speakers. By adding the Col- 
lege Hall thirteen hundred can be ac- 
commodated. 

From the port holes of the yacht cabin 
room one can get a view of New York 
Harbor, from Governor’s Island to Larch- 
mont. Large panels representing athletic 
games are on the walls of the college room 
and there are medallions representing the 
various colleges of the country. 

Between the mezzanine and ninth floors 
are the sleeping rooms, 500 in number, with 
800 baths. These rooms are single and 
en suite, decorated and furnished in various 
styles, with State chambers in Louis XIV. 
and Louis XIV., and suites in Colonial, Art 
Noveau, Empire, Francis, Marie Antoin- 
ette, Madame de Maintenon, Spanish Ren- 
aisance, Dutch Renaisance, German Ren- 
aisance, Florentine, and  Elizabethian 
styles. Telephones are in each room, and 
guests may regulate the heat by a simple 
device. 

The Indian grill room or rathskeller is 
in the basement, a faithful representation 
of Indian history in the furnishings, deco- 
rations, and pictures. Then there is the 
kitchen, the largest in the world, and a 
separate kitchen on the ninth floor for 
the private dining rooms and banquet halls. 
In the wine cellar, where last night’s din- 
on A was served, there is room for 400 at 
table. 

The hotel also has the first incinerator 
ever established in a hotel. There is an 
ice plant with a capacity of 120 tons daily, 
while pipes circulate cool air throughout 
all parts of the building. There are twelve 
passenger elevators, besides nine electric 
dumb-waiters and four electric conveyors.

CROWD THREATENS BICYCLISTS 


Angry Because Girl Was 
Knocked Down Twice. * 


Mamie Devine, a fourteen-year-old girl, 
who lives at 874 Seventh Avenue, was 
playing in the street in front of her house 
last night with a dozen companions, and 
was running across the avenue, when a 
bicyclist, going at a high rate of speed, 
ran into her and knocked her down. The 
girl was dazed by the force of the shock, 
and before she could get away another 
bicyclist had run into and over her, ren- 
dering her unconscious. 

The two wheelmen did not stop to see how 
badly the girl was hurt, but shouts from 
persons on the sidewalk atracted the at- 
tention of Policemen Croker and O’Con- 
nor, and when they saw the crowd chasing 
the riders the policemen drew their night- 
sticks and, heading off the bicyclists, ar- 
rested them and took them back to the 
scene of the accident. Policeman Croker 
then summoned an ambulance from Roose- 
velt Hospital. 

The crowd by this time had increased 
to about 700, and it was for punishing the 
two cyclists then and there, and the two 
policemen had the greatest difficulty in 
protecting their prisoners. Finally Dr. 
‘Clarke, the ambulenute surgeon, revived 
Memie, and then she pleaded with a num- 
ber of young men near not to let her be 
taken to the hospital. 

The surgeon insisted, however, that she 
go in the ambulance in order that he might 
better determine at the hospital] the extent 
of her hurts, but the littie girl’s friends 
interfered. Several of them seized Dr. 
Clarke and tried to push him out of the 
undertaking shop where she had been 
taken, but the two policemen appeared and 
Mamie went away in the ambulance. 

A crowd followed the prisoners to the 
West Thirtieth Street Station. There the 
two bicyclists said that they were not re- 
sponsible for the accident, and that the 
real culprits escaped in the excitement.

MOSQUITOS VERY, VERY BAD. 


Jersey Meadows, Newly Ditched, Worse 
—Wail Widespread.

NEWARK, Aug. 28.—City health offi- 
cials are disappointed at the result of their 
ditching crusade upon the mosquito-breed- 
ing marshes of the Great Meadows. They 
had appropriated $500 for experimental 
work, and the results had been so satisfac- 
tory that an additional $4,500 was voted to 
carry it on systematically, and a large 
force of laborers and several machines 
were set to work. 

Dr. Herold and other city officials went 
to the meadows a day or two ago to see 
what had been accomplished there. They 
were chagrined to see the swamp, which 
they had hoped to find dry, covered with 
extensive pools of stagnant water. The 
ditching, instead of draining off the water, 
had only turned the meadow into a vast 
pond, a bigger mosquito factory than it 
had ever been before. 

The residents of Newark whose homes 
are near the meadows say they never suf- 
fered such a plague of mosquitos as they 
have experienced this Summer. Never has 
so systematic and active warfare been 
made upon the pests in all parts of the 
State; but from nearly every place comes 
the story that the plague of this season is 
the worst ever known. Hoboken let out a 
wail of pain the other day after having 
been tortured for four days with such 
swarms as even Hoboken has not known in 
the past. The Oranges, too, said they were 
infested. Hackensack and Elizabeth people 
have had to live in screens to save them- 
selves from the voracity of the nippers, 
and in New Brunswick life has been barely 
tolerable since the really warm season be-

WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—The area of high 
pressure that has prevailed over the lower lake 
region and the Middle Atlantic States for the 
last few days is gradually giving way. <A sec- 
ond high area is moving southeastward over the 
Dakotas, and pressure is relatively low in the 
Southwest.

Market hivandeds' Substantially 
Despite Its Professionalism. 


Past Week's Record Offers Little En- 


| SQuragement to the Bear—Standard 
Stocks Stil! Most Active. Issues.

Whatever fault may be found with the 
stock market of the past week on the 
ground of its professionalism it cannot 
be said of it that it did not respond 
handsomely to such encouragement as 
was given it. Every one of the stocks 
that were conspicuous for their activity 
rose from one to five points, and their 
lead was so well followed by the stocks 
further down the list in point of activity 
that no less than 105 stocks rose a point 
or more while only sixteen fell that much. 
In some quarters the bond market was 
thought to be lagging behind the stock 
market, but here, too, the advances far 
outnumbered the declines, forty bonds 
advancing, while only six fell a point. 
It is one of the favorable signs still ap- 
parent in the market that the investment 
demand for bonds continues decidedly 
good, the business in such issues being 
limited rather by the supply of good se- 
curities than by the demand. 

While in the late trading last week 
the standard issues were to some extent 
neglected in favor of minor securities, 
none of the latter secured a place among 
the twelve leaders of the market, among 
which still prominently appeared such 
stocks as Union Pacific, Pennsylvania, 
and Steel preferred. If these stocks again 
assume active leadership there will be 
much less ground to criticise the market 
for the character of the securities that 
are made the standard bearers.

BRITISH TRADE IMPROVEMENT. 


Shipping Industry Reassured by Balfour 
-——-The Grain Situation. 


Lonpon Trues—NeW YorE Times

LONDON, Aug. 28.—The Times in its 
financial supplement to-morrow will say: 

“There is a feeling that on a broad 
basis there has been an improvement in 
business conditions in this country dur- 
ing the past week. The dear bread scare 
has received some check, the shipping in- 
dustry has taken some heart of grace 
from the assurances by the Prime Min- 
ister, the weekly railway returns have 
shown somewhat better figures than re- 
cently, and most trade reports give indi- 
eations that with the advent of Autumn 
industrial activity will increase. 

“The grain trade seems to have paused 
somewhat in the precipitate upward 
movement, but the real issue, somewhat 
lost sight of during the speculative out- 
bursts in America, seems to receive more 
attention now. It is certain that, as 
Austria-Hungary and Roumania have 
made more or less complete crop fail- 
ures, as France and Italy also have to 
claim assistance from foreign wheat 
growers to a considerable extent, as the 
Iberian Peninsula is also forced to im- 
port, and as the United States has little 
if any to spare, very cheap wheat and 
flour this season are out of the ques- 
tion. 

“The progress of the growing crops in 
India, Australia, and Argentina will be 
watched with some anxiety during the 
next few months, and it is to be hoped 
that they will fully realize their high 
promise at present. 

* Cotton has gone through a perplexing 
week. We stated recently that it would 
be unwise to ignore the fact that the uni- 
versal smallness of the stocks in Liver- 
pool and the United States would offer a 
great temptation to speculators. 

“There had been much indiscriminate 
selling of cotton for forward delivery, 
largely by merchants in the Southern 
States, who presumably had full oppor- 
tunities to judge of the progress of the 
crop. This gave the bold operator his 
opportunity, and he succeeded in whip- 
ping futures in the markets at Liverpool, 
New York, and New Orleans into what 
is termed a crop scare, and repurchases 
have been made almost indiscriminately, 
with the result of a rise of 14d. in Liver- 
pool and over 1 cent in the United States, 

“The Egyptian crop is doing well, but 
an account by cable of the East Indian 
crop is distinctly less favorable. 

“Wool and woolen goods do not pre- 
sent any striking fresh feature, but the 
demand for certain classes of raw mate- 
rial hag been better. The export trade in 
goods seems to improve. 

“Tron and steel reports are still some- 
what mixed, but those that have some 
improvement to record are in the ma- 


jority.”

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“BLACK HAND” IN MURDER. | TWO GIRLS MAKE SWIM 


New Rochelle Police Think Italian Was 
Killed for Refusing Tribute. 


Special to The New York Times. 

NEW ROCHELLE, Aug. 28.—In the mur- 
der here to-night of Joseph Graffi, whose 
heart was cut in two, the police of this 
city believe that a Black Hand Society has 
claimed another victim. 

Antonio Dimaso is locked up at police 
headquarters charged with the murder, and 
he refuses to make any statement. The 
crime was committed in the rear of an 
Italian tenement at 510 Main Street, and 
friends of both men say the fight started 
over a bowling game. 

They say that Graffi had lost a game 
and -was asked to treat the whole crowd 
of players, and that when he refused they 
started a quarrel with him. Then, it is al- 
leged, Dimaso drew a long stiletto and 
began slashing Graffi. During one of the 
thrusts the knife pentrated Graffi’s heart. 
Dimaso was found later hidden under a 
bed, and twas captured by Sergt. Kelly ani 
Policeman Sutton. 

For some time blackmailers have been 
compelling Ftalians m Westchester County 
to pay tribute, under a threat of being mur- 
dered, and it is réported that Araffi re- 
fused ‘to contribut® and that the quarrel 
was started in order to afford an oppor- 
tunity to kill him. 


SAID SHE WAS HIS WIFE. 


So Mulcahy Appealed to Police to Un- 
tangle Woman Mystery. 


Shortly before midnight last night a man, 
who gave his name as Richard Mulcahy of 
Chicago, walked into the West Forty- 
seventh Street Station and said that a 
short time before.a woman had accosted 
him at Forty-eighth Street and Broadway, 
calling him by name. He asked her who 
she was, and the woman replied that she 
was his wife. 

“This gave me quite a shock,”’ said Mul- 
cahy, “‘ for I was married twenty years ago, 
and ten years ago my wife disappeared 
from a steamer plying between Chicago 
and Milwaukee, and I have heard nothing 
of her since. The woman who accosted me 
did not look anything like my wife, though 
she appeared to be about the age that my 
wife would be were she alive.” 

Mulcahy said that the woman followed 
him for a blogk, insisting that she was his 
wife. The Sergeant told him to find the 
woman and bring her to the station, and 
Mulcahy went out but did not return. 


ANOTHER MURDER LAID TO MARX 


Dismembered Body Found Near Con- 
necticut Man’s Home. 


COLCHESTER, Conn., Aug. 28.—The dis- 
membered body of a n-an was found this 
afternoon in a sack at the rear of the 
former home of John Marx, the alleged 
murderer, nuw tn jail here awaiting trial 
for the murder of Josepn Pavoll, a helper 
on his farm. 

To-day’s discovery was made after a con- 
tinued search, and was the result of a 
statement made by a friend of Marx’s that 
there were bodies buried in the woods near 
his home. 

It is believed that the body found this 
afternoon was that of Paul Parker, who 
was formerly employed by Marx, and who 
suddenly disappeared several months ago. 

The murder of the man found to-day and 
of Pavoll are exactly similar, their bodies 
being cut to pieces, put in sacks, and 
buried. Marx and his wife will be tried 
for murder in the first degree in September.

The two 
girls proved themselves possessed of stay- 
ing qualities far beyond those of many of 
the men who competed with them for 
prizes, and their pluck and fine showing 
in the water was commented upon by all 
who witnessed the race. 

The official starting time was given as 
11:07, and the start was made at high 
water. After the first few hundred yards 
the swimmers began to draw nearer and 
hug the Brooklyn shore in order to take 
advantage of the outgoing tide. Halstead, 
the one-armed man, had beaten the field 
on the plunge, and with “ Doc” Ferguson, 
& member of the Bay Ridge crew, he kept 
in the lead. 

The first batch of swimmers soon drew 
away and distanced the others. The two 
women in the contest kept with the mid- 


ale batch, ‘but drew to the front when 
Gravesend Bay was reached. The one-leg- 
ged man during the early stage brought up 
the rear, 

Off the southern point of Governors Isl- 
and shortly before noon all of the starters 
were still in the race, which in itself was 
a gain over any contest that had been held 
in past years. Off the Thirty-ninth Street

200 NEW TYPHOID CASES. 


Hospitals Have Trouble in Caring for 
Bronx Patients. 


There are now over 200 cases of typhoid 
fever in the Bronx, according to a canvass 
made among private physiciaus there by Dr. 
M. 8. Gregory, Acting Superintendent of 
Bellevue Hospital, and other officials of 
that hospital and its allied institutions. 
This number is far above the norma} rate, 
and the presence of so many cases is re 
newing the fears felt a month ago, when 
many cases of typhoid were _ reported 
among the Italians who live in the Bed- 
ford Park section of the Bronx and work on 
the Jerome Park' Reservoir. 

The number of patients is so large that 
it is causing Bellevue and its allied sos- 

itals trouble in caring for them. Fordham, 
Fiospital, which is nearest to the place 
where their cases are said to have orig- 
inated, has only twenty ccts in its medical 
ward, and the overflow has been relieved 
by sending such patients to Harlem Hos- 
pital and to the Bellevue hospitals, neither 
of which institutions has much extra room. 

Dr. Gregory has given orders for the 
erection of a temporary cottage on the 
grounds of the Fordham Hospital. This 
will provide room for about a dozen typhoid 
patients.

BROWN, THE ABSENTMINDED. 


Misplaced His Watch, Accused Another 
of Theft, and Got Arrested. 


Charles B. Brown of 11 West One Hun- 
dred and Fitteenth Street has a way of 
forgetting things sometimes, and this little 
habit caused his arrest yesterday and called 
down the wrath of a carload of passengers 
upon his head. 

Brown got on an Eighth Avenue car 
somewhere above One Hundred and Twen- 
ty-fifth Street, and proceeded to wind his 
watch. Absentmindedly he unfastened the 
watch from his chain, and, after winding 
it, slipped it inte an outside coat pocket 
instead of his waistcoat.

Then he made a dive for Rahe’s 
watch, shouting: ‘ You thief, you’ve stolen 
my watch.” Rahe clung to his watch, and 
Brown struggled for it. Brown was finally 


convinced that he had made a mistake, and 
wanted to get off. But Rahe was angry 
by this time. 

“Who's a thief?” he shouted. ‘ You're 
the thief, all right, and I'll see that you get 
arrested.”’ 

Meanwhile the car was_ tearing down 
Eighth Avenue at top speed, the conductor 
and motorman having agreed, regardless of 

assengers who wanted to get off, to keep 
t going until they came to a policeman. 
Policeman Huntington was standing at 
Ninety-second Street, and the car stopped 
there. Brown was placed under arrest and 
arraigned before Magistrate Barlow in the 
West Side Police Court. Brown said that 
he had been eemployed as a Superintendent 
of buildings in New York for more than 
twenty-five years, and didn’t want any- 
body’s watch but his own.

YOUNG WIFE VISITS PINER. 


Affecting Meeting with Man Who Says 
Woman Shot Him. 


The young wife of Roger A. Piner of the 
Mutual Electric Company, who was shot on 
Saturday night in his office at 122 Water 
Street by a woman who hé said was Mrs. 
Augustina Herman, visited him yesterday 
at the Hudson Street Hospital. She was 
accompanied by Piner’s mother, both of 
whom had come from their home, at 1,036 
Sherman Avenue, Elizabeth, N. J. The 
meeting was an affecting one, even more 
so than that between Piner and his parents 
on the night he was shot. His wife, who is 
of attractive appearance, at once asked 
permission to see her husband on her arri- 
val, and the two held a long conversation 
together. Then the elder Mrs. Piner was 
shown into the sick room, where mother 
and son talked for fully an hour. 

Mrs. Herman spent Saturday night in the 
Hudson Street Hospital. When she was re- 
moved from the Old Slip Station to the hos- 
pital in order that Piner might identify his 
alleged assailant, she said she had sprained 
her ankle in alighting from the patrol 
wagon. The police were somewhat skepti- 
cal at first about the truth of the woman’s 
statement, but an examination by Dr. 


Rushmore showed her ankle to be badly 
swollen, and she was therefore allowed to 
remain at the hospital under a close guard. 
At il o’clock yesterday forenoon Mrs. Her- 
man was transferred to Bellevue Hospital 
and placed in the prison ward to await de- 
velopments. 

The physician in attendance upon Piner 
said he was getting along as well as could 
be expected. No further attempt was made 
yesterday to locate the bullet, which is sup- 
posed to be lodged somewhere in the left 
side of the neck. It entered the right side 
of the nose and evidently proceeded down- 
ward toward the base of the skull. The 
hospital surgeons will probe for the bullet 
to-day, and hope to remove it, as they say 
the young man’s recovery will depend very 
———, upon their success in extracting 
the ball. 


MUSIC BOXES CAUGHT SAILOR. 


Blow Landed Him There After Little 
Argument Over Girl. 


Edward, Hennessy, a sailor of the United 
States transport Hancock on shore leave, 
went to see his best girl Saturday night.

After he had stabbed a woman because 
her baby got in his wey, Salvatore Muzzio, 
eighteen years old, an Italian, of 336 East 
One Hundred and Twelfth Street, was 
mobbed by a crowd of his countrymen in 
front of the woman’s home, 475 East One 
Hundred and Forty-first Street, yesterday 
afternoon. Muzzio's clothes were almost 
torn from his body before he was rescued 
by the police, and he was covered with cuts 
and bruises. 

The injured woman is Mrs. Maria D’Orio.

UNIONS TO TELL THEIR 
SIDE AT MASS MEETING 


Willing to Let the Public Decide 
Case, They Declare. 


FIGHT ONE OF ENDURANCE 


Alliance Says Original Row with Fuller 
Company Must Be Adjusted Before 
Final Settlement. 


The Building Trades’ Alliance has decided 
to hold a mass meeting in Grand Central 
Palace on Wednesday, to explain to the 
public its side of the strike question. Mem- 
bers of the building trades, public men, 
and persons interested in labor affairs are 
invited. The object of the meeting is ex- 
plained in this statement made public by 
the Committee on Arrangements: 

“There have been many misstatements 
as to the exact position of the Alliance in 
the present fight and contradictory ac- 
counts have been published confusing the 
public. The Alliance feels sure that when 
its aims and objects are made public and a 
true presentation of the case rendered the 
public generally will feel that “we are in 
the right. We are willing to abide by the 
verdict of the meeting, and if the meeting 
decides that we are wrong we will be will- 
ing to admit it and change our tactics. 
We feel convinced, however, that right is 
on our side and will leave the public to 
judge.” 

It is believed by both sides that the fight 
is now a question of endurance. In a few 
days, or at most in a week or two, large 
numbers of bricklayers will have to quit 
work because of the strike of the marble 
and stone cutters. It was said yesterday 
that at a meeting of the Greater New York 
Executive Board of the Bricklayers’ 
Unions it was agreed that the bricklayers 
will not work with non-union men. This 
matter, however, may be referred to the 
bricklayers’ unions for a referendum vote. 

It was stated yesterday on behalf of the 
Building Trades Alliance that unti] the 
original trouble between the George A. 
Fuller Company and the Journeymen Stone 
Cutters’ Union is settled the present strikes 
will continue, and may be extended. The 
trouble referred to was a contract made in 
April last on a job of the George A. Fuller 
Company by which Bradley & Son, with 
whom the union is at loggerheads, received 
the sub-contract for the stone work. Ac- 
cording to the Alliance, an agreement had 
been made préviously between three general 
contractors on behalf of the Building 
Trades Employers’ Association and two 
representatives of the Journeymen Stone 
Cutters’ Union that Bradley & Son would 
be allowed to finish the contracts then in 
hand, but that they should have no further 
contracts. All their contracts were finishea 
when the new contract was made by the 
George A. Fuller Company. The Building 
Trades Employers’ Association holds that 
the agreement which the Alliance says was 
violated was made with the three members 
of the Building Trades Employers’ Asso- 
ciation as individuals, and was not in any 
way binding on the Building Trades Em- 
ployers’ Association as a body. 

The subway trouble came up again at 
yesterday's meeting of the Centra] eder- 
ated Union, and John Kilgus, delegate of 
the Brotherhood of Painters, who was 
charged with arranging the meeting over 
two weeks ago with the rapid transit cen- 
tractors, which did not take place, had 
bad half hour. ‘ 

Several of the members of the Ranid 
Transit Committee, while they did not 
charge that Kilgus had not arranged the 
meeting, held him responsible for the fail- 
ure. During the discussion James P. Arch- 
ibald, also of the Brotherhood of Painters, 
scored the Building Trades Alliance. He 


declared that the Alliance caused the whole | 
trouble by trying to oust the members of ! 
the Brotherhood of Painters who were | 
working in the subway in order that the | 


Amalgamated Painters’ Society, which is 
in the Alliance, should get the work. 


‘““Are you going to allow the alliance, a 


self-constituted body, to control the Cen- 
tral Federated Union,’’ he shouted. “If 
you do you may as well go out of business.” 

After a long wrangle the following resolu- 
tion was carried: 

‘““Resolved, That it is the will of the 
Central Federated Union, and it is hereby 
directed that the organizations employed 
upon the underground railroad be instruct- 
ed by this body to put themselves in the 


position in which they stood before the 
trouble began, and take such steps as may 
be necessary to conform to the carrying out 
of the conditions of the agreement made 
between this body and the rapid transit 
contractors on June 4, 1901.”’ 

A resolution to expel unions that would 
not agree to this was voted down. After 
the meeting James P. Holland, Chairman 
of the Rapid Transit Committee, said that 
the committee had eliminated all grievances 
except those of the machinists. He added: 

‘“‘The Machinists’ Union is the only one 
which brought its grievances forward in 
the regular way. The electrical workers’ 
grievance is practically settled, as far as 
the subway is concerned, and the Brother- 
hood of Painters will remain at work. We 
will consider no more grievances in the 
subway unless they are brought up under 
the regulations prescribed in our agree- 
ment with the rapid ffansit contractors. 
I have received no reply from General Con- 
tractor John B. McDonald to my open let- 
ter, sent to him over two weeks ago. I 
will either call on him this week or ar- 
range to have a conference as soon as 


possible.”’ 


THE LABGR DAY PARADE. 


Respect for Law Would Prevent Wein- 
seimer from Leading It.

You have been good enough to publish 
letters on labor subjects from me in THE 
Times, even when in opposition to your 
views, notably on the question of the 
“closed shop ”’ in the clothing trade, which 
I still esteem essential for the worker and 
for the sanitary protection of the purchaser. 

May I, as a worker in union with union 
labor, venture to appeal to the officers of 
the united trades that hope to parade on 
Labor Day not to make the mistake they 
did laSt year, when they allowed “Sam” 
Parks to lead their gathered forces, 

The case of Mr. Weinseimer, the labor 
leader, is ‘‘sub judice,’’ and surely when 
such a case is pending no man under in- 
vestigation should lead the Labor Day 
parade. If Mr. Weinseimer does do so, the 
labor -cause will be very seriously injured 
in the eyes of the public, Should he be 
proved innocent of the charges brought 
against him, the general public will re- 
spect both the man and the unions for 
such evidence of respect for law shown 
by his withdrawal from the parade.
